Navy  Aircraft  Carries  out  Hoavy  Bombing 
On  Chungking  on  the  Double  Tenth 
Festival  Under  Stormy  Weather 
Commander  in  Chief  SHI15ADA  Gives  Encouragement

Announced  at  6t00  P.M.  of  the  10th  by  .the  Press  Seotion  of  the  Central 
China  Fleet  at  00  Base. 


On  the  occasion  of  the  Double  Tenth  Festival,  the  Navy  Air  Unit  made 
the  42nd  attack  on  Chungking.  At  2:00  p.m.  they  bombed  the  remaining  mili¬ 
tary  facilities  of  the  enemy  at  Peipei-Hsintsun  north  of  Chungking,  destroyed 
several  plaoes  by  fire,  while  other  air  units  carried  out  daring  low  alti¬ 
tude  heavy  .bombingB  against  various  airfields  in  the  yioinity  of  Chungking. 
All  airplanes  returned  safely.  •  ■

On  the  10th,  the  ocoasion  of  the  Double  Tenth  Festival,  our  Naval- Air 
Unit  again  raided  Chungking,  making  this  the  42nd  one.  The  result  of  this 
severe  long  range  bombing  was  suooessful.  On  this  day,  at  our  000  Base  where 
the  morale  is  high,  Coimnander.  in  Chief  SHIl&DA  of  the  Central  China  Area 
Fleet  personally  listened  to  the  stories  of  tho  air  battles  of  the  various 
naval  fliers,  and  delivered  a  message  of  encouragement  whioh  was  full  of  sin¬ 
cerity.  The  bombing  route  was  already  familiar  to  the  organisation  under 
the  oonanand  of  Unit  Commander  SUZUKI,  but  the  rough  olouds  oovering  the* 
mountains  of  Sauohuan  were  especially  thlok  on  this  day,  and  in  the  skies 
over  the  objective,  Chungking,  the  slanting  rain  pounded  against  the  air- 
orafts.  The  Yamagata,  Ishibashi,  and  Morita  Units  overoame  the  bad  condi¬ 
tions,  and  at  2:00  p.m,  they  penetrated  the  enemy  sky,  and  in  formation, 
fieroely  bombed  the  remaining  enemy  military  installations  in  Peipei-Tsun 
north  of  Chungking.  After  destroying  several  places  by  fire,  they  changed 
directions,- and  by  oarrying  out  bold  low-altitude  strafing,  they  inflioted 
great  damages  to  the  various  airfields  in  the  vioinity  of  tie  enemy  capital.
